nert following, to all intents and purpoſes, as 
if the ſaid Act had been at fir made to have 
continuance fo: twelve moneths from the {aid 
five and twentieth day of December 1652, 

And all perſons impoured by, oz by vertue of 
the ſatd Act as Commilſſioners 02 otherwile, are 
hereby required and enjoyned,to rate,aſſeſfe.ievy 
and collect the ſaid ſix moneths Alleſment,and to 
execute and do all matters whatſoever relating 
thereto as fully and amply to all imfents and 
purpoſes. as they are enabled by the fad Act, to 
levy and Collecfthelaſt fix moneths Aﬀleſment. 

And farther.that the ſaid Commuſſſoners fox 
the ſeveral and reſpective Eounties Cities 
and Towns, do meet at the moſt common 
and ufuall place of meeting in each of the ſaid 
Counfles, Cities and Towns , foz which 
they are Commiſſioners , reſpectively on 02 
befo2e the four and twentyeth day of this in- 
ſtant lune, and the ſaid Commilſioners, o2 ſo 
manyof them as ſhall then and there attend, 
any be preſent, ſhall cauſe this declaration to 
be put in} execution, and ſhall thereupon 
ſend ont their uarrants fo2 the Alleſ- 
ſing; collecting , and paying, the ſaid ſix mo- 
neths-Layx. fo as the firfs three of the ſaid ſir 
moneths Aſeſment. be paid into the Rece'vers 
Generall, upon 92 befo2ethe zo day of 1uly next 
enſuing, and the laſt thee moneths be pad, as 
afo:efaud,upon-92 before the firſtday of November

And fo: that it is intended that an eract ac- 
count ſhall be given of all moneys Which ſhall 
be Alſeſſed, Leavied,+ Collected thzoughout this 
Nation by vertue hereof, Jt is hereby required, 
That the ſeveral Receivers Generall of this Al- 
ſeſinent in the reſpective Counties and places, 
do Within fourteene dayes after the end of the 
ſaid ſix moneths , returne a perfect account of 
all the moneys they ſhall receive thereupon, to 
the Committee fo2 the Army. 

And ſeeing the laid Aﬀelkinent 1s continued 
upon no other gzounds then are befoze erpzeſſed, 
Jt is not doubted, but the good and well-af- 
fected people of this' Nation , who ſtill retaine 
ſound aud honeſt Pzinciples, Will chearfully 
act in their ſeverall places and ſtations, to p:o- 
mote and further this ſervice, Ss 

And if any, upon what pzetence loever, ſhall 
refule to pay the ſaid Alleiments oz difcourage 
02 weaken the hands of others: theretn-: All- 
though we doubt not, but all therr endeavours 
in this kind Will p2ove tineffectyall, yet they are 
to be looked upon, and p2oceeded againſt as thoſe 
who from a Spirit of Maligmity and oppoſitt- 
on to the Cauſe of God-in- this Land (though 
upon other petences) have indeavoured, as far 
as in them btes,to ſublect the People of England, 
Ireland, and Scotland, ty free quarter ,, and to 
bing the Navy into diſcontent fo2 want of pay 
at this fine, when-this Nation is engaged itn 
lo meat a Warre at Dea : hoping thereby to 
plunge thele Nations againe -4nto troubles, 
and give new advantages to the Common 

nemy. fe 555 IH. Shs. 
And incaſeany of thoſe mho have foznerlybeen 
Pnſtrumental and Helpers in: this gzeat Cauſe, 
ſhall be foundin therr number,Although it willbe

matter of meat troubie x azuef to ns to ſee men 
thus by degrees fail ſho2t, divide, and withdzaw 
themſcives from publique ends; Þet as the Apo- 
ſtacy, & turmng away of many amongſtus fo:- 
meriy,Who at firſt ſeemd to be 3ealous pzomoters 
of this wozk , hath not been able to keep it at a 
ſtand, lo our truſt and confidence is, that now 
thzough the g2ace and goodueſſe of God ; net- 
ther the neutrality and indifferency of ſome, no2 
the defection and oppoſition of others, no, 
though ſo g2ofle and open, as to cloſe with the 
Enemies of the power and life of go 5 
ſhall be any hinderance oz p2ejudice thereunto : 
25ut that the ſame Spirit and peſence which. 
hath hitherto helped us in our g2eaceſt difficul- - 
ties, and moſt eminent dangers; well ſtil owne 
fs and thereſt ofhis People in this Land, and 
enable us to perlevere unto the end againſt all

And it is hereby further declared, That all 
and every the Commiſſtoners, Committees; 
and other perſons whatſoever which ſhall ace, 
do 92 execute any thing by vertue of, and in pux- 
ſuance of this Declaration and O2der, ſhall be 
ſaved harmieſle and indemmtfied,
